Washington, July 9 — 0p) —Cotton 


in cultivation on the nation's farms 
on July 1 was estimated at 29,- 
510000 acres by the agriculture dc- 
partmct today. This compares with 
18,13,000 a year ago for he short 
1950 crop. 


The department made no fore- 


cast for production but at last 
year's average yield to the acre, 
the crop wouldbc about 1,520000 
bales of 500 pounds gross weight. 


Such a crop would compare with 


a government production goal ot at 
least 1,000,000 
bales, 
and 
with 


last years 10,012,000 bales which 
was tho fourth smallest in the, last 
25 years. 


A sharp increase in production 


was sought this year to prevent an 
acute shortage. In order to protect 
domestic users 
the 
government 


has imposed rigid limitations 
on 
exports. 


The department's first official es- 


timate on production will be re- 
leased Aug. 8. 


Unlike last year, this year's crop 


is being grown free of govern- 
ment controls on production 
and 


marketing. 
Such 
controls 
last 


year, coupled with insect damage 
and unfavorable weather, cut pro- 
duction to an abnormally low lev- 
el. 


This year's acreage 
compares 


with 27719,000 in cultivation July 
1, 1949 and with a ten-year July 
1 average of 21859000.

acreage abandonment is qcqual to 
the 1941-50 average the acreage 
for harvest would be about 28,920,- 
000 acres.
